President’s Message for January 2023 


Happy New Year to all in the RARS family. 2022 was a good year for RARS. Your club continues to pro- 
mote activities for members and guests to get more enjoyment from Amateur Radio. 


Here are some of the many new and old things the club did in 2022: 


RARSfest returned after two years. Thanks to Nancy Torborg KB2TNR and many, many others, we re- 
versed our decision to cancel the 2022 event and had a successful ham fest. Look forward to the 2023 
RARSfest on April 8! 


In 2022, we held 365 nightly nets on 2 meters. By the way, RARS operates 3 repeaters in the Triangle, on 
146.64, 145.13, and 444.525 MHz. http://torborg.com/a/repeaterlist.html for details. 


RARS sponsored the NC QSO Party in February. In 2023 the date will be February 26. Rules and details at

In March we started a new meeting — we call it a “Gathering” -- on the a Tuesday of every month, focus- 
ing on hands-on radio rather than presentations by a speaker. Tadd Torborg KA2DEW leads these 


monthly gatherings at Ridge Road Baptist Church. Members and guests are welcome, as at all RARS 
events. 


Ham Public Service North Carolina is supported by RARS, though the events are intended for any interest- 
ed hams. In 2022 they worked a busy schedule of 14 events, mostly runs, walks, and cycle events to raise 


RARS public service 
director Jeremy Lindsley K2HJX coordinates many of these events. 


We held monthly meetings on Zoom on the 2™ Tuesday of each month, with interesting speakers from 
many different locations. These meetings continue to be on Zoom for a variety of reasons, largely be- 
cause the format seems to fit well with the speaker format. Other RARS meetings and gatherings use an 
in-person format. 


A new Portable Operating Group was started in April by RARS Youth Director Brantley West K4CBW.

“The American Radio Relay League foundation recently made $500,000 in grant money available to ra- 

dio clubs in the United States for the purpose of funding projects that will help build the Amateur Radio 
Hobby across the country. The Raleigh Amateur Radio Society is pleased to announce that our applica- 
tion for a grant of $11,300 was approved! 


This grant will fund the following items. First, we will purchase two complete HF stations and two FM 
Satellite stations that can be used at club group activities as well lent out to individuals so that individual 
hams can get active on the air from their homes, or personal portable operations, throughout the 
month between our club’s monthly get-on-the-air group activities. Next, we will also purchase Radio 
Direction Finding (RDF) equipment so that we can host regular “fox hunts” during our monthly get-on- 
the air meetings. This gear will also be used for educational purposes and during other events such as 
Field Day, etc. Finally, once our monthly on the air activities are running solidly with this new equip- 
ment, we will do a post card mailing to every ham in Wake County, inviting them to participate in our 
activities. 

The purpose of this grant is to diversify and grow the ham radio hobby by allowing more people to be- 
come active on the air by using this gear in both group settings and on their own by borrowing it. The 
Raleigh Amateur Radio Society is grateful to the American Radio Relay League for approving our grant 
and encourages everyone to keep reading our monthly Exciter Newsletter, which can be found 

on rars.org for future details about this exciting new opportunity.”
